St. .Louis. April 1—They keynote for 
an amicable settlement of the Wabash 
wage dispute was sounded by Judge 
Adams himself in rendering the decis- 
ion today when he dissolved the in- 
junction issued some time ago restrain- 
ing the "Wabash employes fiom strik- 
ing, the company having declared that 
the proposed strike was in violation of 
the interstate commerce law. He said: 
"I cannot conclude this opinion with- 


out expressing the sincere wish of the 
court that If the parties are unable to 
adjust their differences by such mu- 
tual concessions as are necessary to 
that end, the offer made in open court 
by the defendants' counsel to submit 
the questions in dispute to the board 
of arbitration provided for by the act 
of congress in 1898, will be speedily 
accepted and another instance of ra- 
tional and intelligent adjustment of 
business difficulties may be exhibited 
to an expectant public.

In his decision Judge Adams first 
analyzes the bill of complaint upon 
•which the provisional restraining order 
was Issued, showing that the gravest 
of the charges was that the defendants 
had entered into an unlawful and ma- 
licious conspiracy to secure recognition 
of their brotherhoods by falsely repre- 
senting that the employes of the rail- 
roaj who were members of the broth- 
erhood were dissatisfied with 
their 


wages and conditions of service, when 
they were, in fact, entirely satisfied 
and contented with the same. 


That defendants were about'to ex- 


ercise their powers as supreme and 
controlling officers of the Brotherhoods 
of Firemen and Trainmen to force an 
undesired strike upon the men, who 
were members of their organizations. 


That defendants 
threatened 
and 


weie about to further enforce their de- 
mands to execute their conspiracy by 
preventing the.railroad from perform- 
ing its duties as carrier of interstate 
commerce and the mails of the United 
States, by preventing their members 
who w ere working for 
connecting 


lines from handling the traffic of the 
railroad and thus preventing such con- 
necting lines from interchanging traf- 
fic with and affording the \Vabash the 
facilities therefor required by the in- 
terstate commerce act. 


The gist of the. conspiracy coming 


within the jurisdiction of the federal 
coui ts as charged in the bill was to 
precipitate a strike undesired 
by the 


men and thereby, and by oth<?r moans 
specifically charged in. the bill, to in- 
terteie with interstate commerce and 
the mail service of 
United States, 


Upon.the showing made that the fiist 


step of the. conspiracy, namely, 
the 


orrteiing of such strike was immediate- 
ly contemplated by the defendants, and 
that irrepni able damage would neces- 
sarily befall the railroad, unless a re- 
straining Older was forthwith issued, 
the same was clone for the purpose of 


and advice concerning their rights, 
duties and obligations in 
relation to 


their employer; and persons interested 
in their welfare may advise, aid and 
assist them in securing such 
terms 


and condition of service as will best 
subserve their interests; and 
what 


they may lawfully do, singly or togeth- 
er, they may organize and combine to 
accomplish. 
In like manner as capital Is com- 


bined for legitimate purposes, so may 
labor combine for legitimate purposes, 
but this right of combination aiyl re- 
sulting right to strike or quit their em- 
ployment is a weapon for the defense 
and protection of employes, and not y. 
weapon of attack. They may by peace- 
ful and lawful combination and con- 
cert of action be able to so control the 
supply of labor as to compel the em- 
ployer to come" to their terms, but they 
arc not at liberty to make use ot this 
weapon to otherwise intcrfeie with or 
injure the employer or 
co-employe. 


The clear line of demarkauon recog- 
nized by all the authorities is that tne 
lawful and permissible strike must not 
be attended by violence to or destruc- 
tion of property, or by other coercive 
measures intendeJ to prevent tne em- 
ployer from securing other employes 
or otherwise carrying on his business 
according t6 his judgment. 


Gould did not remain to assist in the 


elfort to settle the differences with the 
trainmen. In a statement issued to- 
night he suggests waiting until Presi- 
dent Ramsey's return from Egypt.

Says 


Wheat Comes Through Winter 


In Good Shape. 


SPRING 
WORK 
IS 
BACKWARD. 


Washington April 1—The agriculture 


department's crop bulletin said: The 
March weather conditions were gen- 
erally favorable for the 
growth of 
grains and glasses 
in all districts 
east of the Rocky Mountains, but out- 
side of New England and .portions of 
the middle Atlantic states and lake 
region the spring work was retarded 
by excessive rains and the consequent 
wet soil conditions. Reports from all 
sections indicate that winter wheat 
is in a very promising condition gen- 
erally. The crop has wintered well and 
is now making a vigorous growth in 
all sections. Some spiing wheat has 
been so\\n in 
Washington 
but no 


seeding has been done in the princi- 
pal spring wheat states, the soil being 
too wet. The seeding of spring oats 
has begun as far north as Michigan, 
but has been retarted to a consider- 
able extent by wet ground. Fall sown 
oats aie making a. vigorous growth in 
the southern states with excellent re- 
sults. Very little corn has been plant-, 
ed north of the gulf states, where the 
early planted is up and the stand is 
fnir to good. 


Serious injury, to the peach crop 


by frost is reported from nearly all 
sections east of the Mississippi and 
from Oklahoma and Northern Texas. 
Other fruits aie more promising, al- 
though the abormally high tempera- 
tures in the lake region have forced 
buds to such an extent that frosts at 
:nis.time would be very damaging.

(T. Panoch, former partner of the al- 
derman in the real estate business, 
made the charges against Novak from 
tho witness stand.

His uncle had 
been banished from Poland and had 
located in New York, where he became 
wealthy through

property. When he died he left all to 
his nephew, William Klliott, upon the 
express condition that he assume his 
name and title. In 3891, he eloped with 
the Baroness De Steurs, wife of Min- 
ister from Netherlands to France. At 
South Dakota later the baroness se- 
cured a divorce and married Elliott. 
The baroness is a daughter of the late 
Henry Carry of 
Boston and grand 


daughter of John Jacob Astor. 
Both 


Eliott and the baroness were worth 
several million dollars in their own 
names.

MAKING MOKMON VOTES. 


Just As Well That Arizona Was Not 


Admitted. 


The senate has done more than one 


thing well of late. That one of the 
things was the blocking of the state- 
hood project tor Arizona is proved by 
the action of the legislature of the ter- 
ritory in passing the pro-Mormon wo- 
man suffrage bill that has been before 
it. 


Woman suffrage in Arizona means 


two votes, on an average, for every 
Mormon of voting age in the territory, 
for, as a rule, every Moimon who is 21 
years old has at least one wife, and no 
Mormon woman ever votes against the 
wishes ot the "priesthood"—of which 
potent body eveiy male Mormon in 
good standing is a member. 
- On the other hand, the non-Mormon 
population of Arizona is largely made 
up of bachelois, in the mining towns, 
in business, 
communities, 
on 
the 


ranches. While 
the bill, if Governor 


Brodie permits it to become a law, will 
double the 'Mormon vote in the terri- 
tory, it will not inciease the non-Mor- 
mon vote by more than one-third. Its 
passage by both houses shows that the 
Mormons must have got the territory 
completely under their control already 
to make such legislation possible. 
, The consolidation of their power will 
be a timely warning against any fur- 
ther entertainment of the statehood 
project for that territory.—New 
York

Editor Herald—It is a • matter of 


»ome interest to the parties along the 
streets wheie the interurban compan- 
ies are seeking the privilege of build- . 
ing a railroad In front of our houses, f 
to know what the rights of the prop- 
erty holders will be after the roads are 
butlt. 


Aie these roads to be for the ac- 


commodation of the 
people living 


along the line inside of the city limits, 
or are we asked to simply give them 
the light to haul freight and passen- 
ger H foi a period of 
twenty yeais 


along oui streets without the privilege 
of using the cars foi accommodation 
of passengers within the city, as we 
do the 01 dinary street car It is given 
out in some quarters that these lines 
do not care to do a street car business 
inside the city limits It this is so then 
what compensation Is the man along 
the line to have ioi the Inconvenience 
and danger incut rod by having the 
me In his street 


After reading the ordinance giving the 
ight of way out West Green street and 
other streets, 
I 
find 
no provision 


whatever has been made whereby any 
rights are given to the people alon« 
the line, inside the city, except that 
the rate of faie shall not be over five 
cents on this line, but when they shall 
•stop to receive or discharge passeng- 
ers, or whether they shall stop at all, 
is not piovided foi 
Neither is there 


any provision as. to what kind of 
service we shall have inside the city 


We are intormed that this com- 
pany is seeking a right of way on 
North Tjnlon street and not being 
able to see all the parties interested, 
in and out of the city council, I raise 
the question as to whether we, whose 
property it, especially affected are not 
entitled to some protection along this 
line I realise the public have rights, 
and if we see fit, we can give a larl- 
road a privilege, 
which becomes a 


right when a franchise is granted but 
it does seem that we should be as- 
sured that if a road of this kind is 
built, it will be requried to accommo- 
date passengers with reasonable lim- 
itations, as a street railroad
